2. Registration of contractors. —-No person shall be entitled 
to submit a tender for execution of works under the Canton¬ 
ment Board, Khas Yol, unless his name is duly registered in 
the register of approved contractors maintained in the office 
of the Cantonment Board, Khas Yol, 

3. Entitlement to tender for works.—Arty person may re¬ 
gister his name as an approved contractor of the Cnntonment 
Board, Khas Yol, after the Cantonment Board has approved 
the inclusion of his name in the register of approved con¬ 
tractors and after he has deposited, with the Cantonment 
Board, the prescribed amaount in this behalf in bye-law 5. 

A. Classification of contractors. —The list of approved con¬ 
tractors of Cantonment Board, Khas Yol, shall, depending 
upon their financial position and experience, be divided in 
the following two categories, namely :— 

Category ‘A*—Consisting of contractors who shall be 
entitled to tender for all works. 

Category ‘B’—Consisting of contractors who shall be 
entitled to tender for works, the estimated 
cost whereof does not exceed Rs. 10,000/-. 

5. Deposit for Registration. —(11 Every contractor in 
Category ’A’ shall deposit a refundable sum of Rs. 100 and 
in Category ‘B’ a sum of Rs. 50, before his name is 
included in the list of approved contractors. 

(2) The said amount shall be refundable only when / the 
contractor’s name is removed from the list at his own request 
in writing. 

(3) In the event of the death of any contractor such 
amount shall be repayable to his legal heirs. 

(4) The amount so deposited shall be liable to be for¬ 
feited at the discretion of the Cantonment Board, if he has 
failed to tender for works for more than one year, provided 
that, before the deposit is forfeited, the contractor shall be 
given an opportunity to show cause within a period of thirty 
days, from the date of issue of notice, as to why orders 
for forfeiture of the deposit be not made. 

6. Earnest Money. —(1) Any approved contractor who 
tenders for contracts under the Cantonment Board, Khas Yol, 


•hall deposit with his tender, earnest money equal to 2 per¬ 
cent of the cost of the work undertaken by the tenderer : 

Prdvidled that no earnest money shall be required to be 
deposited for works costing less than Rs. 1,000/-. 

(2) The contractors whose tender* are not accepted by 
the said Cantonment Board shall be entitled to the refund of 
earnest money. 

7. Contract agreement and security deposit .—Before Com¬ 
mencing the work awarded, the successful tenderer shall be 

required— 

(1) to execute a contract agreement with the Canton¬ 
ment Board, Khas Yol, on a non-judldal stamped 
paper of the required value, binding himself to exe¬ 
cute the work awarded to him in accordance with 
the terms and conditions laid down by the said 
Cantonment Board; 

(ii) to furnish to the said Cantonment Board a cash 
deposit equal to 10 percent of the estimated cost of 
the works towards security for proper performance 
of the contract; 

(iii) the said cash deposit towards security for proper 
performance of the contract shall be refundable 
only after six months of the successful completion 
of the work, provided that the work is certified as 
satisfactory by the Cantonment Executive Officer, 
Khas Yol. 

H. Supplement provisions. —It shall be open to the Can¬ 
tonment Board, Khas Yol, to impose, before including a con¬ 
tractor’s name in the list of approved contractors, such other 
conditions as the said Cantonment Board may consider 
reasonable and in consonance with the prevailing practice in 
the Military Engineer Service and Public Work* Departments 
in this regard.

1. Introductoy 

The University was financed during 1979-80 mainly by ihe University Giants Commission (Rs. 730.CO lakhs). It also 
received Rs. 76 -93'lakhs from the Government ol India and Ihe University Grants Commission for implementation of various 
schemes and in addition a grant of Rs. 2 -62 lakhs was paid by tho Government of Uttar Pradesh. Income from peimanent endow¬ 
ments and other investments, buildings and lands, medical college hospital receipts, academic fees, hostel rcccirts realised ftem the 
students, etc. arc classified as its revenue receipts which totalled Rs. 68 -04 lakhs in 1979-80. A breed analysis of the tccefpts , rd ] la¬ 
ments for 1979-80 with corresponding figures for 1978-79 is given below

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The excess expenditure of Rs. 22 94 lakhs during 1979-80 was met out of the accumulated balances of the unutilised grants 
of the previous years. 

The appreciable increase in expenditure on salaries and allowances during 1979-80 was stated (January 1981) by the Univer¬ 
sity to be due to accrual of annual increments, payment of additional dearness allowances, merger of expenditure on fifth plan 
posts with non-plan budget with effect from 1st April, 1979 etc. 

2. Comments on annual accounts : 

2-1 Reconciliation with the bank upto list March 1980 revealed a difference of Rs. 221-46 lakhs between the cash balance 
as per books of the University and those of the bank. As already commented upon in paragraph 5-1 of the Audit Report l'cr 1978-79, 
items of debit-credit outstanding from 1959-60 onwards had not so far been acccunted for and reconciled by the Univeisuy (Jaruary 
1981). 

The University stated (May 1981) that diffetence of Rs. 158 -99 lakhs had been reconciled and that efforts were Icing made to 
reconcile the remaining differences. 

2 2 The provident fund accounts foi 1979-80 had not bten cheeked by Internal Audit as the review for 197S-79 had not teen 
completed. Apart from what was mentioned in paragraph 5 -2 of the Audit Rpport for 1978-79, it was noticed that : 

(i) Posting in the accounts of the subscubcis wctc being made from the salary registeres and not from lund schedules as these 
schedules were not being prepared, As a result, when three salary tegistcis were misplaced about a year back and could 
not be traced, the provident fund accounts of the subscribers who were paid salary through these registers could not le vcm- 
pleted. 

(u) Posting of deductions, deposits, refunds and withdrawals in the individual ledger accounts had not been completed m most of 
the cases and the acconts for 1979-80 had not been closed as the rate of interest to be credited to the individual accouts had 
not yet been finalised by the University for the year. Some of the ledger accounts pertaining to 1977-78 and most of the 
accounts for i 978-79 had also not been dosed after crediting interest on the available balances of the subscribers. 

Tho University stated (January 1981) that the delay in completion of accounts of earlier years was due to disturbed conditions in 
the city which hampered the progress badly and further intimated (May 1981) that the accounts of subscribers for 1979-80 were being 
finalised. 

3. Utilisation ol grants : 

Apart front block grants for maintenance the University has been receiving grants for specific purposes from the Government 
of India, the University Grants Commission and others; out of such grants the University held on 31st March 1979 an unutilised balance 
of Rs. 82 -78 lakhs against some of the specificjpurpose grants and had upto that date incurred an expenditure of Rs. 68 -50 lakhs jn excess 
of grants received for certain other specific purposes. 

During 1979-80, grants totalling Rs. 809 -55 lakhs (Rs. 64 -07 lakhs more than the grants received in 1978-79) were received. 
At the end of 1979*80, the unutilised balances of the grants totalled Rs, 61 -40 lakhs (capital : Rs. 38 -98 lakhs and revenue : Rs. 22 -42 
lakhs) and an excess expenditure ol' Rs, 79 08 lakhs (capital : Rs. 50 -89 lakhs and revenue : Rs. 28 -19 lakhs ) had been incurred 
in anticipation of receipts of grants though no prior commitment of the grant giving authority had been ensured for rcimbuisement of 
the excess expenditure. 

The University, as in the past, stated (January 1981) that most of the unutilised balances had been utilised in the folowing year 
and that thee excess expenditure incurred on the basis of sanctions received and to be sat off as and when grants would be released had 
been claimed from the grantors dunng 1980-81. However test check revealed that Rs. 8-40 lakhs spent in excess of 58 giants totalling 
Rs. 72 50 lakhs had remained unrealised at least for the last three years, there having been no receipt or payment against these giants 
during 1977-78 to 1979-80. Similarly, unutilised amount of Rs. 3 -43 lakhs out of 126 grants aggregating Rs. 193 -54 lakhs was lying 
unrefunded/unadjusted with the University for the last three years. 

4. Advances and outstanding dues ; 

4 -1 Temporary advances aggregating Rs. 174 07 lakhs paid in 4,858 cases to various departments and cfliceis of the Univejbjty 
for purchases, contingencies, personal advances, etc., between 1961-62 and 1979-80, wete awaitiDg adjustment (Januaiy 198J). Out of 
those, 2,072 advances totalling Rs. 50 17 lakhs were more than three years old. 

Tho University intimated (May 1981) that till 28th March 1981 the number and amount of outstanding tempoiary advances 
released upto tho close of tho year 1979-80 had been reduced to 4,091 advances involving Rs. 145 -76 lakhs. 

4 -2 The scheme of granting house building advances to employees was introduced in February 1970. However, as already 
mentioned in paragraph 6 T of Audit Report for 1978-79, no records for keeping accounts of such advances had been pieseribcd, the 
ledger of loanees was incomplete and broad-sheet had not been perpared and proved since 1975*76. 

Test check ol' these accounts revealed the following:—- 

(i) Only eight lances out of 475 ot whom tho house building advances had been paid, had got their houses msuicd. The 
University intimated (January 1981) that amendment of the rules to provide for other under-wnteis was under considers* 
lion as the Life Insurance Corporation of India, who were the under writers under the rules, did not agree to undertake this 
function. 

(n) The lodgers and broadsheets prescribed for watching the recoveries, remained incomplete. As a result it could not be 
ensured that timely and regular recoveries were being made in each and every case and that theje weie no arrests in ie- 
covery. 

(lii) In 78 cases, where advances totalling Rs. 7 f 40 lakhs were paid during the period 1971-72 lo 1979-80 the employees, who 
had taken advances either for purchasing ready-built houses or for construction of new houses, had not utilised the advance 
for the purpose for which it was granted. The recovery from the defaulting loanees was ordered to be made in instalments 
even though agreements/mortgage deeds provided for lump sum recovery in case of default. 

The University stated (January 1981) that steps had been initiated to remove the existing laucunac and to streamline the pro¬ 
cedure. 


4-3 Outstanding dues : While fees amounting to Rs, 1-82 lakh due tioni students for the period pj ior to JOf-g-69, mention 
of which was mado in the Audit Repoit for 1976-77 and 1978-79, were still (January 1981) outstanding, a fimlui amount ot Rs. 
8 -88 lakhs had accumulated dining 1968-69 lo 1979-80 as unrealised dues from students of seven out of twelve halls of lesidence 
(figures for five halls were not mado available). Apart from these outstanding dues of Rs. 10 -70 lakhs realisabe fiom students and tent 
of quarters due for rccovei y from members of the staff (the amount could not be ascertained as Ihe records were incomplete), dues aggic- 
gating Rs. 1 -56 lakh, as detailed below, accrued upto 31st March 1980, were awaiting recoveiy on 31st December, 1980 :

The University stated (January J981) that the outstanding fees of Rs 1-821akhs would be written nffas derided in November 
1980 since the collection made against those dues appeared to have been misclassified and that offorts were being made to realise remain¬ 
ing outstanding dues (Rs, 10-44 lakhs). The position about recovery of rent from the staff members was, however, not intimated. 


5. Physical verification : 

5 1 The rules provide for physical verification of stores at least once every year, Such'verification for 1979-80 was, however 
conducted by 22 departments only out of 134 departments. During 1977-78 and 1978-79 also the verification was done in res 
pect of 20 and 7 departments respectively, 

The University intimated (May 1981) that further reports of physical verifications for the years 1977-78, 1978-79 and 
1979-80 had been received from 16,17 and 9 departments respectively. 

5 -2 Physical verification of stock of books of 24 departmental libraries and the central library conducted for 1966-67 and 1967- 
68 revealed shortages of 3,858 books out of which 197 books were subsequently traced and loss of 1,560 books worth Rs. 15,868 
was written off by the Executive Council at its meeting held on 27th September and 20th November 1976. The University intimated (May 
1981) that out of the remaining 2101 books, 23 had further been traced out and 858 had been recommended by the Library Committee 
foi write off. fho recovery nr write off of 1,220 books was still awaited (May 1981). 

5 -3 The physical verification of books for central library carried out in 1968-69, 1969-70 and 1971-72 disclosed the following 
further shorlages/loses of books :—

Out of these 1,703 books, 353 books were stated (January 1981) to have been traced loaving a balance of 1,350 books 
worth Rs. 0 19 lakh found shorf/lost. No stock taking of the books of the central library had been done since 1971-72. 

5-4 As a result of physical verifications carried out in 1972-73, 1973-74 and 1974-75 in nine out of 24 departmental libra¬ 
ries, 1,143 books were found short/lost. The cost of these books could not be intimated by the Maulana Azad Library. The losses had 
neither been recovered nor written off so far (January 1981). Physical verification of stock of books was also not carried out 
on thereafter In respect of remaining 15 departmental libraries, the stock-taking of books had not been done since 1968-69. 

The T J ni vorsity intimated (May 1981) that stock verification of central library could not be done as during the past several years the 
library had to be kept open for about 12 hours a day and that stock verification in some of the departmental libraries was in progress.

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During the course of execution of all the above works, the contractors demanded enhanced rates on account of abrupt wise in 
prices of building materials and the disturbances in the city during May 1979 to August 1979. Though the agreements specifically 
provided that no claim would be entertained for any fluctuations in market conditons under any circumstances, the University considered 
the demands of the contractors for enhancement of rates in August and Nosembci 1979 and in Mnrrh 1980 and decided to allow in¬ 
creased rates as mentioned below oil quantities executed after August 1979: 

For works at serial numbers 1, 2 and 3 Rates increased in accordance with the rates obtained as a re¬ 

sult of tenders invited in October 1979 for other similar works. 

Numbers 4, 5 and 6 Rates increased by 15, 25 and 35 per cent respectively . 


Enhancement of tendered and accepted rates in contravention of the terms of the agreements resulted in extra contractual payment 
of Rs. 10 -89 lakhs on these six works. 

The University justified (January 1981) the enhancement of rate# on grounds of disturbances In Aligarh which caused total 
stopage of works for four months and contended that it was open to the two parties to the agreement to review and revise the 
terms and conditions oarlior agreed upon in the light of circumstances. This contention was not tenable, however, as the agree¬ 
ments did not provide for suh a review and revision of the rates under the agreements, for the hinderancc caused by the disturbances 
' in Aligarh, the University could consider and grant only extension of time for completion of work. 


7. Idle Investment : 

7T Mention was made in paragraph 7 of the Audit Report for 1977-78 that between December 1977 and July 1978, 
the University spent Rs. 5 -84 lakhs on purchase of machinery (Rs. 5 -78 lakhs) and miscellaneus expenses (Rs. 0 -06 lakhs) out 
of the grant of Rs. 8-48 lakhs sanctioned by the University Grants Commission in June 1977 for establishment of a production- 
cum-training centre at the University Polytechnic. The machinery already purchased had not been installed so far( January 1981) and 
the production-cum-training centre had not started functioning. The scheme for the establishment of the centre was reported (January 
1981) to be under review by a committee appointed under Executive Council decision of July 1980. Meanwhile, machinery valuing 
Rs. 5 -78 lakhs was lying idle. 

7 '2 In addition to the item mentioned in previous sub-para, equipment worth Rs. 5 -42 lakhs, as detailed below, were also ly¬ 
ing unutilised since their procurement ;— 

(i) Dialyser with accessories costing Rs. 3 -73 lakhs, imported and received in September/October 1979 for nephrology and 

coronary-care units of the Department of Medicine had not been brought into use because of the reported (lanuary 1981) 
problems of space, personnel and high running expenses. 

(ii) Equipment for installation of a computer system for signal processing laboratory of the Department of Electrical Engi¬ 

neering purchased in November 1979 at a cost of Rs. 1 -69 lakhs had not been installed and brought into use because some 
accessories like voltage stabiliser and air-conditioner required for the installation and proper functioning of the computer 
system had not been received (order placed in April 1980 only) and the site as per instructions from the suppliers had 
not been prepared. The University intimated (January 1981) that the site had now been prepared. 

7 3 The construction of mortuary block for the Department of Forensic Medicines, J.N. Medical College, was taken up 
in September 1970 against a grant of Rs. 1 -24 lakh sanctioned by the University Grants Commission. The block completed at 
a cost of Rs. 1 T7 lakh was handed over to the University Engineer by the contractor in April 1976. The building was made over to the 
Department of Forensic Medicines by the University Engineer only in October 1979, utilising it as a store during the intervening period 
of 3J years. The building could not be utilised as a mortuary even thereafter since the district administration did not so 
consider (February 1980) it adviseable to shift the mortuary to the Medical College campus in view of the law and order 
problem. 

While the University stated (January 1981) that the matter of utilisation of the building would be reviewed, the building 
completed in April 1976 at a cost of-Rs. 1 17 lakh was still not serving any Useful purpose (January 1981). 

7-4 Construction of two cycle sheds, car garage and motor ramp in the Medical College was approved by the University 
Grants Commission in June 1971 at a cost of Rs. 2 51 lakhs. Detailed estimates for Rs. 2 90 lakhs were sent to the Commission 
in May 1973 and tenders for the work were invited and finalised in October 1975. The Commission whose approval to $the lowest 
accepted tender of Rs. 4 T21akhs was sought for in February 1978, sanctioned funds for the work in October 1978, The order tp start 
work was issued to the contractor in January 1979. 

Meanwhile in December 1978, before the work order was issued, the Medical College hospital authorities pointed out to the 
University Engineer that the area in which the garage, etc., were proposed to be constructed was lowlying and water logged. Work 
was, however, started (January 1979) at the same site and in August 1979, an estimate amounting to Rs. 1-71 lakh for levelling 
of the lowlying area was sent to the Commission who did not approve it on the ground that the contingency could have been fore¬ 
seen and included in the earlier estimates, 

The garage, etc., stated to have been completed in May 1980 at a cost of Rs. 4 -88 lakhs, were jointly inspected by the autho¬ 
rities of the Building Department and the Medical College hospital in October 1980. The hospital authorities refused to take over 
the structures as the garage, etc. could not be of use having been constructed in alow-lying area making these unapproachable. The 
Commission had so far not sanctioned any amount for levelling of the,low-lying area anlthe structures were lying vacant without 
any use rendering the entire expenditure of Rs. 4-88 lakhs wasteful. 

The University stated (January 1981) that the site was not precisely determined, and there was omission in not anticipating 
the work of levelling and that the cycle sheds and garage were being usod as cement godowns 


8 . Excess expenditure on staff 

The University Grants Commission prescribed in April 1976, an expenditure of Rs. 3,900 1- per bed per annum on the basis 
of which the University could incur expenditure of Rs. 13-65 lakhs on the pay and allowances of the non-teaching and lower 
subordinate staff engaged in Its 350 bed hospital. 
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However during the last four years 1976-80; the expenditure incurred on the pay and allowances of the staffofthe hospital was 
much in excess of the prescribed norms as detailed helow ;—

The excess expenditure was due to accrual of increments and grant of additional dearness allowances to the staff as well as 
increase in staff, mention of which was made in paragraph 4 -3 of the Audit Report for 1978-79. 


The University stated fJanuary 1981) that the expenditure on establishment was included hy the University Grants Com¬ 
mission in the Maintenance grant and was provided on the basis of estimated expenditure on sanctioned staff, that the 
norm could not hold good for all times and that extra staff was employed on account of additional requirements with sanction 
of competent authority. However, as mentioned in para 4-3 of the Audit Report for 1978-79, all the posts of statF enteitained 
by the hospital were not approved by the Commission and the University had not at any stage suggested a revision of the norm to 
the Commission. 

9. Other matters of interest 

9'1 Mention sGs made in paragraph 6 ofthe Audit Report for 1977-78 that on 90 fellowships awarded hy the University 
in excess of the sanction of the University Grants Commission for 100 fellowships, the University incurred extra expenditure 
ofRs. 5-67 lakhs during 1977-78. This excess expenditure was met out of the savings from earlier years’ grants received from 
the Commission and not out of University's own sources, as desired by the Commission. 

The University continued to incur expenditure on fellowships awarded in excess of the sanction and the extra expenditure of 
Rs. 12 '83 lakhs to end of 1979-80 was mot out of the savings from earlier year’s grants instead of from University's own resources. 

The University stated (January 1981) that the matter was being looked into and was also being taken up with the Commission. 

9 2 Books and journals were got printed and published by some departments for sale. No assessment of the saleability 
of and market for particular books through a proper agenev or Committee in consultation with the Publication Division was, how¬ 
ever, made with the result that books and journals costing Rs. 6 96 lakhs as detailed in anneuires 1 and 2 were lying unsold cither 
with the publishers or the Publication Division. 

A publishing house of New Delhi was invited by the University for ascertaining the value and quality of the books stocked with 
the Publications Division. In theopifuon ofthe publisher the deadstock was of no value. 

The University also admittod (January 1981) that the unsold volumes had a limited scope for sales as these were scholarly books, ' 

9-3 Building materials like cement, R.C.C. humc pipes, R.S. Joists, otc. had been loaned to the stalf members and other 
outside bodies after getting the cost at the current issue rate deposited by them in cash as a security for return of tlie materials. 

As cement was a controlled commodity and was very much needed for the construction work of the University itsell, its 
issue on loan to outside bodies was not understandable Moreover, since cost at current issue rate (Rs. 24 per bag), which was far less 
than the market rate (Rs,41 per bag) was only recovered from the loanees, not a-singlc bag of cement was returned by any of the 
loanee, out ofthe 8.157 bags issued on loan during 1978-79 and 1979-80 The University stated (May 19S1) that necessary action to 
t et back the loaned material was being initiated.
